JUDGMENTS AGT

STATE TRIBUNAL 


Considerable 
interest 
is 
being 
shown locally by attorneys, bankers 
and by investors in general in the 
state Supreme 
court 
decision of 
M arch 21 which declared unconsti­ 
tutional the deficiency judgm ents 
act of 1937. 
The opinion holding 
the state law 
to be 
invalid

written by Justice W illiam B Linn, 
Tile decision 
was handed down 
in the case of The Pennsylvania 
Company for Insurances on Lives 
and G ranting 
Annuities 
and 
V. ■ 
Dorothy Osborne Freem an, trustee. 
vs. John M. Scott, prothonotary of 
the 
courts of 
common 
pleas 
of 
Philadelphia 
Copies 
of the com ­ 
plete opinion 
have 
been received 
here. 
Tile appeal of the case from a 
decision of the 
court of common 
pleas of Philadelphia county, which 
had 
upheld 
the constitutionality,, 
tested the validity of the deficiency 
judgm ents act which was entitled: 
"An act to protect the obligors or 
guarantors of bonds and mortgagee, 
and 
owners of 
property affected 
thereby, and others indirectly liable 
for the paym ents thereof, by pro­ 
hibiting for 
certain 
periods, 
the 
foreclosure sale of mortgaged pro­ 
perty at less than its fair m arket 
value; and prescribing the m ethod , 
of fixtures the fair m arket value of 
said property.” 
The Supreme court's decision was J 
granted on the first contention of 
the appellant th at the act is “spec­ 
ial law changing the m ethod for 
collecting 
debts 
and 
enforcing 
judgm ents 
and 
prescribing 
the 
effect of 
judicial 
sale of real es­ 
tate.” 
O ther 
contentions th a t the 
act violated the im pairm ent of con­ 
tracts clauses of the state and fed­ 
eral constitution, violated the due

constitution w’ere not considered. 
Judge Linn said: “We think the 
act is clearly a special law w ithin 
the prohibited sense and violates 
section 7, article III of 
the state 
constitution 
which states in part:

can be adopted. 
This strategy was devised by lead­ 
ers of the coalition of Republicans 
and insurgent Democrats after they 
decided to reject compromises held 
out by adm inistration lieutenants 
As soon as general debate ends, 
the foes agreed, they will move to 
“strike out the enacting clause"— 
the introduction to the bill which 
says. “Be it enacted by the Senate 
and the House of Representatives." 
W ithout the clause, the bill would 
be just so much paper 
C hairm an O’Connor (D-N Y> of 
the rules committee, ordinarily an 
adm inistration supporter, was picked 
to offer the motion. 
House rules give it precedence over 
any am endm ents, including those by 
which backers of the bill hoped to 


grant the concessions to undermine 
some of the opposition. 
This procedure would put "on the 
spot" those members who favor the 
bill with m ajor am endm ents but who 
oppose the present language 
Enemies of the legislation, who 
had all but given up hope of beating 
it, spoke more optim istically of their 
chances after approving this stra t­ 
egy. 
But the m an who has been check­ 
ing Democratic sentim ent unhesi­ 
tatingly predicted the bills’ passage. 
Representative Boland (D -Pa), the 
m ajority 
whip, 
said 
he 
thought 
about eight out af ten Democrats 
would go down the line for the 
measure. 
The prospective conces­ 
sions, 
he said, 
have helped 
win 
votes. 
These modifications would assure 
the continuation of the education 
bureau in the Interior Departm ent, 
exempt the veterans adm inistration 
from 
re-organization 
proceedings, 
and give Congress the right to over­ 
ride presidential re-organization or­ 
ders by a simple m ajority vote.
